Flourishing two revolvers, O'Connor 
ordered Condon to drive him west on 
Sixty-third street. At Sixty-third street 
and Seventy-second avenue he forced 
Mrs. Condon to leave the car. 

Forces Condon to Drive. 

O'Connor then forced Condon to 
drive northward on Seventy-second 
avenue through the township of 
Stickney. They crossed the Desplaines 
river in the village of Lyons, raced 
through Riverside and to the Forest 
Park station of the Garfield Park ele- 
vated line. 

There O’Connor forced Condon to 
leave the car. then con- 
tinued northward. The police theory 
is that he went north to Lake street, 
thence west through River Forest and 
again north to either the Higgins or 
Milwaukee road.

followed the return to Berlin from the 
London reparations conference of For- 
eign Minister Walter Simons. 

While Saxony was the scene of most 
of today’s violence and bloodshed, the 
‘seizures’ of the Blohm and Voss 
shipyards and the municipal buildings 
in Hamburg by communist workmen 
ig taken as the most intportant and the 
most sinister of the day’s Red manifes- 
tations. 

- Hoist Lenin’s Standard. 

After occupying the great plant and 
the public buildings the communists 
raised over them the red flag of 
soviet Russia. In the administra- 
tion building they established a soviet, 
driving out the labor union councils. 

At noon the workers in the other 
shipyards and from the Hamburg docks 
quit their posts and thousands attend- 
ed a great massmeeting held under the 
auspices of the leaders of the commun.- 
ist uprising. 
. Dispatches received in Berlin from 
Hamburg tonight declared that the 
communists still were in control, There 
had been no report of vidlence there, 
nor was it stated that any attempts to 
oust the rebels had been made. 

Officials of the German government 
refused tonight to comment upon the 
situation or the probable course of 
action to be taken to restore order. 

Wreck Leipsic Courthouse. 

One of the most serious reports of 
violence came from Leipsic, where a 
terrific blast in the courthouse blew 
the roof from that edifice and damaged 
buildings for blocks around. Bombs 
were used in Dresden, the capital of 
Saxony. as well as in a number of 
other Saxon cities in attacks on post- 
offices, courthouses, and city halls. 

In the region of Halle a passenger 
train was wrecked and a score of trav- 
elers were injured. | | 

At Zauerbach the courthouse was 
bombed. 

The Eiselben copper works were 
bombed and destroyed by strikers. 

The tower of the city hall at Rode- 
wisch was blown to bits by dynamiters. 

Paper Foments Kebellion.

The photo diagram shows the figure of O'Neill standing on the ground and O’Connor above him. Realizing he had 
been trapped, tha slayer emerged from the rear door and, crying at O’Neill, “ Well, I'll get you, anyway!” opened 
fire with his revolver. At the front door Detective Sergeant Edward Halpin had just demanded admittance, while / 
Detective Sergeant Joseph Ronan, in charge of the police detail, kept watch on the sidewalk. It was Halpin’s knock 
that frightened the desperado. At the right of the porch from which O’Connor shot O’Neill to death Detective 
Sergeant Tom McShane had been stationed, and to the left Detective Sergeants William Carter and William Fenn 
kept guard. After the killing the gunman leaped over a rear fence and made his escape. “ 


“ PADDY” O'NEILL, THE VICTIM, 
was known to his brother officers and 
to the underworld as “a dead game 
copper.” When there was dangerous 
work to be done, O'Neill could be re- 
lied upon to be in the front line of 
attack. When O’Connor came from 
the rear door of his home, it was 
O'Neill, standing on the ground direct- 
ly beneath him, whose position was 
the most exposed.

But American opinion in the main is not in 
agreement with the French methods of protection 
from this danger nor is it at all satisfied that 
French chauvinism and imperialism are not stim-— 
ulated to take advantage of present conditions to | 
carry French policy, if possible, beyond the limits, 
of defense. 

France undoubtedly would like to make central 
Europe so weak that it could never threaten her 
again. That is natural, but it could be accqm-

THE DICTIONARY A PUBLIC WORK. 


HROUGHOUT the years I read the dictionary 
for pleasure and profit I never ceased to 
marvel at the prodigious labor involved in 
its compilation, printing, and binding. The 

first “ unabridged" dictionary I owned presented a 
vocabulary of some 114,000 words. It was an edi- 
tior! of 1864, with a supplement that was added in 


tailed in that day of limited mechanical facilities. 
Typewriters were scarcely known then; the writing 
of the copy for the book had to be done by hand. 
The typesetting, also performed by hand, was a 
colossal task, and must have taken hundreds of 
printers’ years to complete. 

But however great the mechanical task, the un- 
remitting, arduous toil and painstaking diligence 
inseparable from the compilation of a dictionary of 
the English language as comprehensive as the first 
“ unabridged,” even with the aid of the foundation 
laid by Noah Webster some fifty years before, com- 
pels admiration for a brilliant work achieved under 
difficulties incident to a period of actual civil war; 
but consider further the obstacles encountered and 
surmounted by the pioneer dictionary makers, espe- 
cially the American philologists Worcester and 
Webster—Webster, who was so concerned lest his 
/countrymen remain illiterate that he wrote in 1783, 
when still a young man, a spelling book for self- 
instfuction, which was so successful that he was 
able. to finance his first dictionary, published in 
1828, from the proceeds of its sale. Reverence is 
dueé to his genius.

|& reference work of sych magnitude and costliness, 
a book so useful to every one, yet whose value as 
an educational and cultural source is not generally’ 
and properly appreciated, should be rewarded by a 
demand which would place a good dictionary in 
every home. 


The dictionary I now’ possess, the 1920 edition, 
| contains 400,000 words—almost four times many 
as the first “ unabridged” of 1864. The thousand 
or more additional pages and some two thousand 
new illustrations are items which show how our 
language has been augmented in the last half cen- 
tury. The current edition is convenient to consult, 
many improvements having been wrought in the 
compilation of the vocabulary and in the typo- 
graphical makeup calculated to compress the work 
into as small space as is compatible with complete- 
ness. Altogether it is a more scientific and informa- 
tive work than the 1864 edition, but I miss many 
,qualities of the old edition, attractive to a past gen- 
eration. Some of these graces were in the preface 
and the biography of the author. I note also a 
diminution of quotations showing usage of words 
which were an enjoyable feature of the old edition’s 
definitions. But the definitions in the new edition 
are more complete and scientific, and the treatment 
of synonyms is so exhaustive and nicely discrimina- 
tory that this department represents a new work 
rather than a revision. 


Appropriately, our exploration of the jungle of 
words will begin with examination of one of the two 
smallest specimens of words, the word “a,” which, 
excepting only the capital “I,” used as a personal 
pronoun, and the capital “O,” a vocative interjec- 
tion, is the only letter of the alphabet which may 
be called a word; although grammarians call “a” 
an “indefinite article” when it stands alone in a 
sentence, it is technically a word. 

“A,” the first letter of the English and most of 
the allied alphabets, in both its capital form and 
small form, comes from the Latin A, correspond- 
ing to the Greek letter Alpha, derived from Aleph, 
the name of the first letter of the Pheenician and 
ancient Hebrew alphabets. In English the original 
sound of “a” was that in arm; the long sound, as 
im rate, being comparatively modern. Eight defini- 
tions are given in my dictionary showing usages 
of “a” in the English language in many forms 
and applications—quite a compliment to the im- 
portance of our first acquaintance among the alpha- 
bet. Every one knows the alphabet, but what do 
you know of the origin of the letters? 

It is noted that the arbitrary mark of shipping 
underwriters, “Ail,” is given with the characters 
separated; the form most general] is that without 
space between—as, “Al.” Also, the term is used 
colloquially to imply superiority: “My wife’s pies 
are Al.” (This is fact»as well as illustration.) 


Abaddon is a word from the Hebrew, which means 
literally a place of destruction, the abyss of hell. 
Practically all languages contain words conveying 
the idea of the word hell. 

Abandon, used often as a noun and a transitive 
verb, is of French origin, a fact probably not well: 
known because the word is so familiar in English. 
The synonyms of both the noun, abandon, and the 
participial adjective, abandoned, should be, exam- 
ined for nice distinctions. 


Abase is a transitive verb whose synonyms also 
should be examined. It is often confused with 
abash, meaning to disconcert. 

“Let not your zeal for the cause abate, your 
advocacy into apathy subside.” The verbs abate 
and subside in the foregoing, which is quoted mere- 
ly to indicate it is an illustratory sentence—it is not 
a quotatfon from any writer—are used correctly. 
Although abate and subside are similar in meaning, 
there is a distinction made in their employment in 
the synonymy under abate in my dictionary which 
should be known. 

_Abderian, an adjective; literally of or pertaining 
to Abdera, a town in Thrace, of which Democritus.- 
the Laughing Philosopher of ancient Greece, was a 
native; hence, by analogy, given to laughter, or in- 
clined to foolish or incessant merriment. Democri- 
tus was one of the first to enunciate clearly what is 
known in philosophy as the theory of atomism, 
which doctrine is explained under atomism. 


It may properly be said a king abdicates his 
crown, an inherent or sovereign right, but whoever 
relinquishes a’conferred trust or office before com- 
pletion of the term of service is said to have re- 
signed. 

Abecedarian, a word seldom seen, is interesting 
because of its natural formation. It is literally 
ABC D-arian, arian probably from the Latin suffix 
arium. It is applicable to a learner of the alphabet

rudimentary schools also might properly be called

DISLOCATION OF JOINTS. 
HEN we speak of bones being 


that the head of one bone has 

been definitely. displaced from 
the socket in which it works. When one 
|} bone normally sliding over another has 
slid too far the term generally used is 
supluxation. The bones that get out of 
their Sockets most frequently are those 
of the upper leg and upper arm and the 
lower jawbone. 

The sockets from which they escape 
are the hip joint, the shoulder joint, and 
the jaw joint. The first two of these are 
deep round sockets, in which the head of 
the limb fits snugly. The>head of the 
bone is held by a strong ligament which 
runs from the center of the head to the 
center of the socket. Around the socket 
is a capsule which helps to hold the 
bones in position. Also acting as a 
binder are the nets of strong muscles 
and their ligaments. The pressure of 
the air is another force which operates 
to hold the bones where they belong.

As a piece of mechanism the joint is 
nearly perfect. Nevertheless, force can 
pull the head out of the socket, stretch 
or break the ligament of the joint, tear 
the capsule, displace the muscles and 
ligament, and land the head of the bone.

A skillful surgeon, knowing the loca- 
tion of every structure in the neighbor- 
hood, will pry the displaced head from 
its new lodation and by twist of the 
wrist without using much force will land 
it back in its proper place. The subject 
feels such instantaneous relief that he 
will have a tenderfcy to forget that dis- 
location is necessarily attended by break- 
ing or overstretching of the «ligament, 
tearing of the capsule, and displacement 
of tendons. 

Not infrequeptly the burtling head or 
the force which caused it to hurtle in- 
jures nerve trunks, and occasionally it 
tears blood vessels. When a dislocation 
has been reduced the joint must be 
nursed until the injury to the joint and 
its neighbors has been repaired. It some- 
times happens ‘that neglected joints are 
lamed for months gr years after the 
damaging experience of a dislocatign. 


The lower jaw fits into a shallow socket 


located just in front of the ears. The © 


socket is a shallow one and the ligaments 
which hold it in place are not strong. In 
consequence not much force is required 
to dislocate this joint. In fact, there 
are people who can throw their jaws out 
of joint by a strenuous yawn. A joint 
which slips out easily generally slips 
in easily also. Dislocation of the jaw 
joint is easily reduced and after reduc- 
tion it is found that there has not been 
much tearing or overstretching. 

The finger joints belong to the hinge 
rather than the ball and socket type. In 
these joints the bones glide-over each 
other, being held in position By tendons 
and ligaments. Every baseball playing 
small boy knows how easily the fingers

are knocked out of joint. He likewise 
knows how eastly the displaced bones 
are. slipped back into place. To get @ 
finger knocked out of joint is regarded 
as a matter of no great consequence. And 
yet the hands of some bal! players are 
monuments testifying to the fact that 
knocking even a finger out of joint is no 
trifling matter. The thing can be over- 
done. The frequent trauma causes the 
heads of the bongs to enlarge and the 
fingers to become permanently knobbed 
crooked.

$40,000,000 YEAR 


State Measures Don’t 
Cover All Raises.

An effort to increase taxes in Chi- 
cago more than $40,000,000 a year is 
being made in the state legislature by 
local tax expending bodies alone. In 


| addition, state taxes are scheduled to 


go up because of proposed increase in 
the distributive school fund from $6,- 
000,000 to $20,000,000, and an appro-

extended for all purposes, permanent 
as. well as current ex- 
penses. 

$35,000,000 for Current Expenses. 

In the neighborhood of seven-eighths 
of the $40.000,000 requested will be 
available for current expenses, and will 
be levied, collected and spent annually 
—if the legislature grants the authori- 
zation desired by the local tax expend- 
ing bodies. 

The public has been inclined for 
years to approve of tax increases for 
permanent improvements, but to grum- 
ble about raises for current expenses. 
How the proposals will be viewed under 
present conditions remains to be seen. 

This figure of $40,000,000 makes no 
allowanee whatever for the taxes which 
may be levied if Mayor Thompson's 
traction scheme is approved by the leg- 
islature and by the voters. Nor does 
the $40,000,000 include such bills as 


dicted in Tux Trisunsw before ‘the last’ 
election, the city is asking for @ tax 
rate to pay the anticipated deficit in 
expense this year which will result 
from the present rate of spending. This 
expected deficit is in the neighborhood 
of $11,000,000. The increase in tax rate

$25,500,000 
FOR KIDS 


Board Puts 0. K. on Huge 
Mortenson Program. 


Adequate housing facilities for Chi- 
cago’s school children were assuretl 
yesterday when the board of education 
passed Supt. Mortenson’s $25,500,000 
building program. 

Construction of at least ten of the 


contemplated schoo! bwildings is ex- 
pected to be started during the sum. 
mer. Work on the first building, at 
Marshfield avenue and Jonquil terrace, 
Rogers Park, will probably be started 
at once. 

“If the bids are not too high we will 
Start at once,” said Mr. Mortenson. 
“At any rate I can assure the public 
that by Sept. 1 we will have room for 
8,000 more seats in the schools, making 
it possible to accommodate that many . 
pupils who are not’ attending school 
during regular hours, 


22 New Schools in Three Years. 


Mr. Mortenson’s program provides 
for the erection of twenty-two school 
buildings within three years. Eighteen 
are.to be elementary schools costing 
approximate'y $750,000 each. Four 
new high school buildings will cost tn 
the neighborhood of $3,000,000 each. 
The elementary schools each will have 
thirty-two classrooms, a gymnasiym, 
an assembly hall, and special study 
rooms. The high schools will be pat- 
terned after the Lindbloom school, 

It was declared by Mr. Mortenson 
that never before has the city needed 
so much additional housing for its 
pupils. During the’last year 59,000 
rupils were added to the public schools 
and as a result the teaching staff was 
increased by 607. More than 30,000 
children had to be-accommodated in 
656 portable buildings.
